TTF  YOU  are  a  prudent  man,  and  have  money  to 
X  invest  in  property,  you  will  exercise  due  diligence 
to  ascertain  its  value.  You  will  not  purchase  a 
house  or  business  property  without  examining  care- 
fully into  its  present  and  prospective  value.  You  will 
want  to  know  that  the  title  is  perfect,  and  is  vested  in 
the  person  from  whom  you  are  to  receive  the  deed. 
If  you  purchase  a  horse  you  are  careful  to  ascertain 
all  about  his  merits  and  his  objectionable  points,  if  any 
exist.  Why  not  then  take  a  little  time  and  investigate 
the  subject  of  life  insurance,  — and  know  that  you  se- 
cure the  most  reliable  and  successful  company  in  which 
to  entrust  the  interest  of  your  families?  Nothing  can 
be  of  more  importance,  to  you  and  to  those  whom  you 
love,  than  that  you  make  a  wise  selection  in  this 
particular. 

Ascertain,  first  of  all,  if  the  company  soliciting  your 
patronage  has  a  good  reputation ;  that  it  has  age  and 
experience  ;  that  it  is  doing  a  conservative,  yet  an 
active  business ;  that  its  contracts  are  liberal,  and 
that  its  dealings  are  honorable.  It  is  important  that 
you  know  about  its  resources  —  not  so  much  the 
amount  of  its  assets,  as  its  surplus  after  providing  for 
its  liabilities.  To  one  unfamiliar  with  the  subject  a 
company  with  the  largest  invested  fund  would  appear 
to  be  the  strongest,  but  such  is  not  the  fact.      The 
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strongest  company,  from  a  financial  standpoint,  is  the 
one  that  has  the  largest  relative  bahmce  after  provid- 
ing for  its  legal  liabilities. 

Another  important  matter  for  your  consideration  is 
the  character  of  the  organization,  and  the  management. 
Have  those  in  charge  of  it  a  pecuniary  interest  in  the 
company's  success?  Has  the  company  a  capital 
stock  of  sufficient  amount  to  secure,  through  the 
pecuniary  interest  of  its  stockholders  and  directors, 
that  painstaking  care  and  conservative  management 
so  important  in  the  business?  If  it  is  a  company 
styling  itself  a  '"purely  mutual  "  you  may  be  sure  that 
the  first  and  paramount  consideration  of  those  in 
charge  will  be  to  provide  liberally  for  themselves  and 
their  employees,  for  it  is  only  by  the  assistance  of 
the  latter  at  the  policy-holders'  expense,  that  these 
positions  of  the  managers  are  retained.

matters,  and  was  always  esteemed  the  clearest- 
headed  man  of  affairs  anywhere  to  be  found.  He 
was  the  first  president  of  the  ^Etna  Life  Insur- 
ance Company,  assisted  in  the  organization  of 
the  Republican  party  of  this  State,  and  was  its 
first  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

Of  his  sons,  Morgan  G.,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch,  was  born  in  East  Haddam,  Conn.,  De- 
cember 26,  1838,  and  removed  to  Hartford  in 
1846,  obtaining  his  education  at  the  Center  dis- 
trict and  the  high  schools.  The  beginning  of 
that  sterling  and  well-founded  popularity  that  he 
has  always  enjoyed  was  in  his  defense  of  the 
weaker  boys  against  the  bullies  of  the  play- 
ground. Inheriting  his  father's  whig  principles, 
he  became  an  exponent  of  them  and  "  Old  Zach  " 
Taylor's  patriotic  character,  in  a  boys'  debating 
club,  in  the  campaign  of  1818.  In  1852  he  began 
mercantile  life  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  on  the  lowest 
round  of  the  ladder  —  bundle  boy.  He  quickly 
advanced  by  merit  to  be  salesman,  confidential 
clerk,  and  finally  partner.  Upon  the  breaking 
out  of  the  rebellion  he  went  to  the  front  as  a 
private  in  the  Thirteenth  New  York,  and  served 
during  the  McClellan  Peninsula  campaign  under 
General  Mansfield,  at  Suffolk,  Va. 

After  his  father's  death,  in  ls72,  Mr.  Bulkeley 
located  permanently  in  Hartford,  the  better  to 
supervise  his  enlarged  financial  interests.  He 
was  the  prime  factor  in  the  organization  of  the 
United  States  Bank,  and  became  its  first  presi- 
dent. The  presidency  of  the  ^Etna  Life  after- 
ward becoming  vacant  by  the  retirement  of 
Thomas  O.  Enders,  Mr.  Bulkeley  was  induced  to 
transfer  his  abilities  to  that  position.  The  unex- 
ampled success  that  has  followed  his  manage- 
ment of  the  company's  affairs  is  another  tribute 
to  his  rare  business  qualities. 

Mr.  Bulkeley  continued  to  love  politics  for  the 
good  he  could  accomplish.  Having  made  muni- 
cipal problems  a  matter  of  conscientious  study, 
he  became  Councilman,  Alderman,  and  finally,  for 
eight  years,  Mayor  of  Hartford,  which  is  a  nor- 
mally Democratic  city  by  a  large  majority.  This 
flattering  result  was  due  largely  to  the  votes  of 
the  best  elements  of  the  Democratic  party.  The 
conservatives  were  always  with  him  to  secure  the 


judicious  management  of  city  finances,  although 
they  knew  his  Republican  principles  to  be  staunch 
and  unyielding.  The  people  have  never  had 
occasion  to  regret  their  choice. 

As  Mayor  of  the  city  he  exercised  a  watchful 
care  over  income  and  expenditure,  advocating 
such  measures,  irrespective  of  partisan  consider- 
ations, as  would  advance  the  interests  of  the  mu- 
nicipality. It  is  significant  that  the  rate  of  tax- 
ation of  Hartford  is,  through  his  instrumentalit}', 
the  lowest  of  any  city  or  town  in  the  State,  except 
New  London,  and  there  it  is  but  half  a  mill 
lower.  Gov.  Bulkeley's  patriotism  keeps  him  in 
constant  communication  with  his  old  war  com- 
rades. He  is  a  charter  member  of  Robert  (). 
Tyler  Post  of  Hartford,  and  last  year  was  chosen 
on  the  national  council  of  administration  of  the 
older.  He  is  a  well-known  and  popular  figure 
at  camp-fires  and  in  visitations  throughout  the 
State.  At  the  dedication  of  the  soldiers'  monu- 
ment in  Brooklyn,  Conn.,  last  June  —  on  the 
same  day  that  the  Putnam  monument  was  un- 
veiled—  he  delivered  the  address  in  place  of 
Senator  Hawley,  who  was  detained.  During  the 
last  campaign  he  was  received  with  much  enthu- 
siasm by  all  classes  of  people,  but  by  none  more 
enthusiastically  than  the  Boys  in  Blue,  with 
whom  he  is  always  content  to  remain  a  "com- 
rade." 

Mr.  Bulkeley  is  considerate  also  of  the  pathetic 
problems  of  life,  and  is  active  in  the  amelioration 
of  the  distressed.  He  has  always  been  liberal 
with  his  means.  It  is  probable  that  he  has  dis- 
tributed in  this  way  every  year  more  than  his 
salary  as  mayor. 

His  nomination  by  acclamation  for  Governor 
by  the  Republican  convention  at  Hartford  in 
August  was  the  result  of  the  deliberate  con  vie- 
tion  that  he  would  administer  the  State  govern- 
ment as  he  had  administered  the  city.  Two 
years  before  he  received  quite  a  large  vote  for 
the  same  office,  though  he  had  been  in  the  field 
but  a  short  time.  The  wisdom  of  the  choice  is 
readily  seen  in  his  character  as  a  publicist,  with 
qualities  economic,  patriotic,  and  charitable,  and 
a  mental  and  physical  activity  vigorous  in  the 
prime  of  his  fiftieth  year.

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Haven,  and  it  is  largely  due  to  his  untiring  zeal 
and  energy  that  a  most  beautiful  tribute  has  been 
dedicated  to  their  memory. 

General  Merwin  is  not  a  rich  man,  his  natural 
charitable  impulses  having  prevented  a  great  ac- 
cumulation of  wealth,  but  he  has  had  the  satis- 
faction of  giving  to  hundreds  in  need  and  seeing 
daily  the  good  results  of  his  contribution.  No 
man  in  New  Haven  has  done  more  for  the  poor 
and  suffering  than  he,  considering  the  amount  of 
means  at  his  disposal.  He  is  at  present  the  pres- 
ident of  the  Connecticut  Hospital  Society,  trustee 
of  the  Orphan  Asylum,  and  president  of  the 
New  Haven  Savings  Bank  —  the  largest  savings 
institution  in  New  Haven.  The  various  posi- 
tions show  the  esteem  in  which  he  is  held  by  his 
own  citizens,  and  show  also  his  charitable  nature, 
as  they  are  all  a  drain  upon  his  time  and  pocket, 
without  any  pecuniary  compensation.  He  is 
almost  daily  the  counsellor  and  advisor  of  widows 
and  orphans,  and  has  been  called  frequently  dur- 
ing the  past  twenty  years  by  the  business  men  of 
his  city  to  settle  various  estates,  including  those 
of  insurance  companies,  banks,  manufacturers, 
and  merchants,  and  in  these  important  trusts, 
often  complicated,  he  has  ever  won  the  esteem 
and  thanks  of  the  creditors  for  faithful  and  ener- 
getic settlements.  No  man  in  New  Haven  has 
so  often  been  called  to  fill  important  trusts  as 
General  Merwin. 

In  military  circles  he  has  been  more  conspicu- 
ous even  than  in  civil  life.  During  the  war  he 
was  in  command  of  the  New  Haven  Grays,  sub- 
sequently he  became  Lieutenant-Colonel  and 
Colonel  of  the  Second  regiment,  and  later  was 


Adjutant-General  under  Governor  Jewell  for 
three  years.  Probably  no  man  in  Connecticut, 
not  in  actual  service,  was  more  efficient  during 
the  civil  war  than  General  Merwin.  In  response 
to  a  call  from  Governor  Buckingham,  the  Grays 
under  his  command  volunteered  to  go  to  Gettys- 
burg. During  the  draft  riots  in  New  York  his 
company  remained  under  arms  for  thirty  days,  in 
hourly  expectation  of  being  called  upon  to  aid  in 
averting  that  appalling  danger.  Guarding  con- 
scripts, burying  with  appropriate  honors  many 
officers  and  soldiers  who  had  fallen  in  battle  or 
died  in  hospitals,  and  receiving  with  proper  mil- 
itary display  the  returning  veterans  of  the  war, 
became  a  part  of  his  official  duties  while  in  com- 
mand of  the  regiment.  While  Adjutant-General 
of  the  State  it  was  through  his  recommendation 
and  energetic  action  that  the  present  militia  law 
was  enacted  and  the  National  Guard  reorganized 
and  placed  in  its  very  efficient  condition — a 
pride  to  the  State  and  acknowledged  as  the  best 
in  the  country.  His  last  military  service  was  to 
direct  in  the  capture  of  a  party  of  prize  fighters 
and  their  associates  at  Charles  Island  opposite 
Milford.  By  his  judicious  management  the 
whole  party  were  taken  to  New  Haven  and 
turned  over  to  the  civil  authorities.  The  prompt 
and  efficient  action  at  that  time  has  since  saved 
our  State  from  scenes  of  such  brutal  character. 
General  Merwin's  name,  in  all  the  various 
walks  of  life,  whether  civil  or  military,  public  or 
private,  has  been  synonymous  with  honor,  integ- 
rity, and  energy.  He  has  done  his  duty  at  all 
times  to  the  satisfaction  of  his  fellow  citizens.

convinced  that  such  was  his  life's  work,  so  clear  and 
logical  was  his  mind,  so  strong  his  gifts  of  analy- 
sis and  argument.  At  length  his  opportunity 
had  come,  and  in  1877  he  began  the  study  of 
law  in  the  office  of  Colonel  H.  W.  R.  Hoyt,  at 
Greenwich.  In  1880  Mr.  Walsh  was  admitted 
to  the  Fairfield  County  bar,  and  it  was  not  a 
matter  of  surprise  that  the  older  lawyer  immedi- 
ately took  him  into  partnership ;  nor,  so  careful 
had  been  his  training,  that  after  two  years  the 
future  Senator  and  reviser  of  the  Statutes  as- 
sumed the  responsibility  of  a  law  office  of  his 
own  in  the  same  town.  He  was  now  on  the  sure 
road  of  rapid  advancement.  In  1879,  the  year 
before  his  admission  to  the  bar,  he  married 
Anna  A.,  youngest  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Matthew  Merritt,  of  Greenwich,  by  whom  lie 
has  had  two  daughters,  now  eight  and  live  years 
of  age.  It  is  seldom  one  so  young  is  surrounded 
with  so  many  of  the  blessings  of  this  life  —  all 
due,  humanly  speaking,  to  an  indomitable  perse- 
verance. It  is  not  strange  that  one  of  Air.  Walsh's 
resources  should  have  taken  to  politics.  He  was 
a  campaign  speaker  for  Garfield  in  1880,  and 
the  same  year  was  chosen  member  of  the  State 
Central  Committee  for  the  Twelfth  District. 
He  has  been  re-elected  ever  siuce.  In  1880  he 
was  its  Secretary,  as  in  the  recent  campaign. 
In  1881  he  was  again  on  the  stump,  and  that 
year  was  first  chosen  to  the  State  Senate.  In 
this  contest  his  popularity  was  well  attested. 
He  ran  ahead  of  his  ticket,  and  when  returned, 


in  1886,  for  a  second  term,  closing  January  1, 
1889,  the  gain  was  larger.  At  the  session  of 
1885  he  was  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  In- 
corporations, filling  that  arduous  position  with 
much  skill.  In  1886  and  1887  he  was  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  and  leader  of 
the  Senate. 

His  reports  were  admired  for  their  perspicac- 
ity, and  his  explanations  always  explained,  so 
that  even  a  layman  could  understand  intricate 
legal  points.  In  1887,  he  was,  in  addition,  presi- 
dent pro  tempore,  in  which  position  his  rulings 
were  universally  acceptable. 

In  1885  Governor  Harrison  appointed  him  a 
member  of  the  Commission  to  Revise  the  Statutes. 
To  this  work,  though  young,  he  brought  a 
trained  mind,  with  its  necessarily  clear  judg- 
ment, and  the  success  of  the  revision  is  in  a  large 
measure  due  to  his  active  co-operation  with  his 
fellow  revisers.  Since  1882  he  has  been  corpo- 
ration counsel  of  the  town  and  borough  of  Green- 
wich. He  is  also  a  director  and  attorney  of  the 
Greenwich  Trust,  Loan,  and  Deposit  Company. 
His  practice  is  lucrative  and  embraces  all  kinds 
of  causes  in  all  the  courts  of  the  State.  Proba- 
bly no  lawyer  of  his  years  stands  higher  or  has  a 
more  extensive  business  at  the  Fairfield  County 
bar.  Although  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State 
has  been  honored  by  many  worthy  persons,  it 
neither  has  had,  nor  will  have,  any  worthier 
incumbent  than  Hon.  Robert  Jay  Walsh  of 
Greenwich.

Hon.  John  B.  Wright,  of  Clinton,  is  of  old 
English  .stock,  and  was  born  in  Westbrook,  Jan 
uary  28,  L823.  lie  is  a  descendant  of  Benjamin 
Wright,  who  came  from  England  to  Guilford  ae 
early  as  1645.  In  1660  he  settled  in  Killing- 
worth,  from  which  Clinton  was  set  off,  owning  a 
large  plantation,  of  which  the  present  Grove 
Beach  was  a  part.     Mr.  Wright  was  brought  up 

on  a  farm,  and  attended  the  common  Bchools,  in 
which,  during  winters,  he  afterward  became  an 
efficient  teacher.

Of  his  exceeding  ability  as  Assessor, 
The  New  Haven  Palladium  said,  August  16th, 
immediately  after  his  nomination  as  Comptroller : 
"  The  Government  never  had  an  officer  of  greater 
faithfulness  in  that  capacity.  His  judgment  was 
considered  so  sound  that  the  Department  at 
Washington  frequently  referred  to  him  for 
rulings  upon  the  construction  of  the  law.  His 
nomination  is  gratifying  to  all  Middlesex  County, 
and  is  a  lit  recognition  of  the  fidelity  of  that 
county  to  the  Republican  party." 

He  remained  Assessor  from  the  d^ate  of  his 
appointment  until  May,  1873,  when  the  office 
itself  was  abolished  by  act  of  Congress,  the  war 
tax  on  general  manufactures,  incomes,  etc.,  hav- 
ing been  repealed.  The  following  summer  was 
spent  in  a  western  tour,  embracing  Colorado, 


Utah,  Nevada,  and  his  old  fishing  grounds  in 
California.  On  his  return  in  the  autumn  of  that 
year,  he  entered  the  internal  revenue  service  as 
a  Deputy  Collector  under  appointment  of  Col- 
lector D.  F.  Hollister  of  Bridgeport,  and  was 
assigned  territory  comprising  Middlesex  County 
and  the  eastern  portion  of  New  Haven  County. 
This  arrangement  continued  ten  years,  or  until 
1883,  when  Collector  Hollister  retired  from  serv- 
ice and  the  State  was  consolidated  into  one  dis- 
trict, with  the  late  Colonel  Selden  as  Collector. 
Colonel  Seldon  immediately  renewed  his  appoint- 
ment as  a  Deputy  and  placed  him  in  charge  of 
the  important  office  at  New  Haven.  This  posi- 
tion he  retained  until  the  late  Democratic  party 
administration  appointed  Alexander  Troup  Col- 
lector of  Internal  Revenue  in  place  of  Mr. 
Selden.  Mr.  Wright  is  now  President  of  the 
Clinton  National  Bank,  and  has  been  such  for 
four  years,  having  succeeded  John  D.  Leffing- 
well.  He  has  been  a  director  of  the  same  insti- 
tution for  many  years.  He  was  one  of  the  char- 
ter members  of  Jephtha  Lodge,  F.  &  A.  M.,  and 
its  Master  for  several  years.

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He  then  returned  to  the  school,  where  he  re- 
mained as  Adjutant  until  the  call  for  troops  in 
1862.  The  temptation  then  was  great  to  enter 
college  with  his  classmates,  but  he  opened  a 
recruiting  office  instead,  raised  a  company  for 
the  "  Lyon  Regiment,"  and  entered  the  service 
again  as  Captain  of  Company  E,  Fifteenth  Con- 
necticut Volunteers. 

Late  in  1864  he  was  commissioned  by  Gov- 
ernor Buckingham  as  Colonel  of  the  Tenth  Con- 
necticut  Volunteers,  but  on  reporting  to  General 
Butler  at  Bermuda  Hundred  was  informed  that 
lie  could  only  be  mustered  in  that  grade  on  con- 
dition that  the  regiment  was  recruited  up  to  the 
minimum  required  by  orders.  He  declined  a 
detail  on  recruiting  service  for  that  purpose,  and 
returned  to  the  Fifteenth  and  to  his  rank  of  Cap- 
tain. He  was  captured  with  his  regiment  near 
Kingston,  N.  C,  when  General  Cox  was  moving 
up  from  Newberne  to  meet  Sherman  at  Golds- 
boro;  was  rather  anxiously  engaged  for  three 
days  and  nights  in  trying  to  find  his  way  out  of 
the  Confederacy  without  a  rebel  guard,  but  was 
finally  recaptured  while  trying  to  cross  the 
Roanoke  River  on  a  raft,  and  got  to  Libby 
Prison  three  days  in  advance  of  his  regiment. 

He  was  stricken  with  typhoid  fever  while  in 
Libby,  but  was  carried  to  the  boat  by  his  com- 
rades when  the  regiment  was  paroled,  and  knew 
nothing  more  of  the  war  until  he  "  came  to  him- 
self" in  the  Naval  School  Hospital  in  Annapolis, 
after  Lee's  surrender. 

Returning  to  New  Haven,  Captain  White  was 
at  once  made  Chief  of  Police,  which  position  he 
filled  with  conspicuous  ability  until  he  resigned 
to  accept  a  better  salary  as  General  Superintend- 
ent of  a  gold  mining  company  in  North  Carolina. 
Five  years  were  given  to  this  service,  when, 
during  the  Ku-Klux  excitement,  the  mills  and 
machinery  of  the  company  were  burned  to  the 
ground,  and  he  returned  to  the  North.  Pie  then 
accepted  the  position  of  Superintendent  of  the 
New  Haven  Water  Company,  which  he  held 
until  made  President  and  Superintendent  of  the 
Connecticut  Water  Pipe  Company.  After  three 
years'  employment  in  this  capacity  he  served  for 
a  like  period  as  Superintendent  of  the  Connecti- 
cut General  Hospital  in  New  Haven.  He  next 
embarked  in  the  manufacture  and  introduction 
of  a  patent  air-bed  of  his  own  invention,  but 
soon  disposed  of  his  interest  to  other  parties. 


Five  years'  service  with  The  Diamond  Match 
Company,  followed  by  a  six  months'  engagement 
in  the  mining  regions  of  Colorado,  and  a  like 
period  in  "journalism,"  brought  him  to  the 
opening  of  the  Presidential  campaign  of  1884, 
when  he  entered  upon  the  duties  of  Secretary  of 
the  Republican  Town  Committee  in  New  Haven. 

On  January  8, 1885,  when  General  Stephen  R. 
Smith  took  the  position  of  Adjutant-General  on 
the  stalf  of  Governor  Harrison,  he  appointed 
White  Assistant  Adjutant-General,  which  posi- 
tion he  most  satisfactorily  filled  to  the  end  of  the 
term.  He  was  re-appointed  by  Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Camp  of  Governor  Lounsbury's  staff,  and  his 
present  appointment  is  from  General  Barbour, 
Governor  Bulkeley's  Adjutant-General. 

Colonel  White  is  a  long-time  member  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  held,  in  1883, 
the  position  of  Post  Commander  of  Admiral  Foote 
Post  in  New  Haven,  resigning  while  in  Colorado. 
He  is  now  in  his  third  term  as  member  of  the 
Council  of  Administration  of  the  Department, 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  At  the  Fall 
election  in  1886,  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  of  New  Haven,  which  posi- 
tion he  now  holds.  In  politics  Colonel  White 
has  never  been  other  than  a  straight  Republican. 


Colonel  HENRY  C.  MORGAN, 

Assistant  Quartermaster-General,  was  born  at 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  December  30,  1842,  and  was 
educated  at  the  Brooklyn  Polytechnic  and  Col- 
legiate Institute.  He  resided  at  Brooklyn  and 
at  Irvington,  N.  Y.,  until  1861,  when  he  entered 
the  United  States  military  service,  receiving  the 
appointment  of  First  Lieutenant  in  the  Twelfth 
Infantry,  May  14,  1861.  He  was  assigned  to 
recruiting  and  mustering  duty  at  Albany,  N.  Y., 
Pottsville,  Pa.,  and  at  Wilmington,  Del.,  until 
January,  1863,  when  he  joined  his  regiment  in 
the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  and  was  engaged  in 
the  battles  of  Chancellorsville  and  Gettysburg. 
He  was  on  duty  in  New  York  city  during  the 
draft  of  1863.  In  June  of  that  year  he  was  pro- 
moted to  a  Captaincy  in  the  Twelfth  Infantry, 
and  was  also  on  detached  service  at  Fort  Wood, 
Bedloe's  Island,  New  York  Harbor,  as  Post 
Quartermaster.     At  the  battle  of  the  Wilderness,

May  4,  L864,  ho  was  wounded  twice,  and  lust  In- 
left  lc^'  by  amputation  in  consequence  of  wounds. 
Be  was  assigned  to  duty  at  Philadelphia  a 
sistant  to  the  chief  mustering  officer  for  tlie 
Eastern  District  of  Pennsylvania,  December, 
L864,  and  remained  there  one  year.  Subse- 
quently he  was  assigned  to  duty  at  Fori  Hani 
ilton  and  at  Washington,  remaining  at  the 
latter  post  until  May,  1866.  lie  was  afterwards 
on  general  recruiting  service  until  December, 
18(57.  At  the  reorganization  of  tin-  army  he 
was  transferred  to  the  Thirtieth  United  States 
Infantry.  He  was  hrevetted  Major  for  gallant 
and  meritorious  services  at  Gettysburg,  and  re- 
ceived the  brevet  rank  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  for 
gallantry   at    the    battle   of  the    Wilderness.

Hon.  William  Edgar  Simonds,  of  Canton,  the 
Republican  Representative  in  Congress  from  the 
First  District,  was  horn  in  Collinsville,  Novem 
ber  24,  L842.  Hi.-  father  died  August  6,  L845, 
after  a  long  illness,  leaving  no  means  for  the 
support  of  his  widow  and  three  children.  As  a 
lad  and  youth  Mr.  Simonds  attended  the  <  lollins- 
dlle  graded  and  high  schools  until  the  winter  of 

L858   and     1859,    when    lie   went    to    work    in    the 

"knife-shop"  of  the  Collins  Company's  works 
in  Oollinsville  al  $14  a  month,  Using  the 
money  he  earned  here,  he  entered  the  State 
Normal  School  a1  New  Britain  in  the  fall  of 
L859,  and  graduated  in  I860.

Mr.  Simonds  was  mustered  out  with 
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ment  August  26, 1863,  and  the  next  day  saw  him 
at  New  Haven  to  enter  himself  as  a  student  in 
the  Yale  Law  School.  Lack  of  means  compelled 
him  to  leave  the  school  in  January,  1865.  He 
began  practice  in  Hartford  immediately,  having 
passed  his  examination  for  admission  to  the 
Hartford  County  Bar,  two  or  three  months  be- 
fore. He  took  his  diploma  as  a  graduate  of  the 
Yale  Law  School  at  the  1865  Commencement. 
Since  1867  he  has  given  his  attention  almost  ex- 
clusively to  the  practice  of  patent  law.  His 
measure  of  success  can  be  estimated  from  a  few 
facts.  He  has  filled  the  lectureship  on  patent 
law  in  the  Yale  Law  School  since  1884;  he  is 
counsel  in  many  cases  on  the  dockets  of  the 
United  States  Supreme  Court  and  of  the  United 
States  Circuit  Courts  for  the  Districts  of  Ver- 
mont, Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Southern 
New  York,  Northern  New  York,  New  Jersey, 
and  the  Eastern  District  of  Pennsylvania ;  he  is 
the  author  of  four  books,  "  Design  Patents," 
"Digest  of  Patent  Office  Decisions,"  "  Summary 
of  Patent  Law,"  and  "  Digest  of  Patent  Cases," 
embracing  all  patent  cases  decided  by  the  Fed- 
eral and  State  Courts  since  the  foundation  of  the 
Government.  All  of  these  works  are  standard 
with  the  profession. 

Mr.  Simonds's  first  appearance  in  public  life 
was  as  a  member  of  the  Connecticut  House  of 
1883.  He  was  made  House  Chairman  of  the 
Railroad  Committee,  and  became  immediately 
one  of  the  leaders  of  the  House.  He  made  his 
chairmanship  a  notable  era  in  railroad  legislation. 
The  following  from  a  Courant  editorial  of  April 
12,  1883,  is  one  of  many  in  different  papers  of 
like  import:  "The  House  did  an  excellent 
piece  of  work  yesterday  in  passing  the  '  short 
haul '  bill,  and  in  passing  it  just  as  it  was  reported 
from  the  committee.  .  .  .  Mr.  Simonds  is 
a  lawyer  whose  large  practice  in  the  specialty  of 
patents  has  thrown  him  into  familiar  relations 
with  our  manufacturers.  His  practical  experi- 
ence has  undoubtedly  shown  him  the  necessity 
;ind  justice  of  such  a  bill  as  this,  and  he  is  enti- 


tled to  the  gratitude  of  the  State  for  having 
advocated  it  as  he  did." 

Mr.  Simonds  was  reelected  by  the  town  of 
Canton  to  the  House  of  1885.  He  was  unani- 
mously nominated  for  Speaker  and  elected  ;  his 
administration  of  that  office  was  such  as  to  make 
every  member  his  personal  and  lasting  friend. 

Mr.  Simonds  has  a  large  knowledge  of,  and 
close  relations  with,  the  agricultural  interests  of 
the  State.  It  is  often  said  that  the  State  would 
have  no  Storrs  Agricultural  School  to-day  if  it 
had  not  been  for  Mr.  Simonds.  However  that 
may  be,  he  is  to  be  credited  with  making  a  stub- 
born fight  in  its  behalf  on  the  floor  of  the  House 
of  1885. 

His  public  addressess  in  behalf  of  agricultural 
interests  are  too  many  for  mention,  but  promi- 
nent among  them  stand  those  at  the  Commence- 
ment exercises  of  the  Agricultural  School  in 
1885  and  1887  and  the  opening  address  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Connecticut  Board  of 
Agriculture  in  1888. 

The  friendship  of  the  Union  Veterans  for 
Congressman  Simonds  is  a  well  known  fact. 
He  has  been  the  Memorial  Day  orator  at  Hart- 
ford, New  Haven,  New  Britain,  Rockville,  Staf- 
ford Springs,  Manchester,  East  Hartford,  Guil- 
ford, Unionville,  and  Collinsville. 

The  kind  and  quality  of  his  oratory  are  illus- 
trated by  his  eulogy  on  Marshall  Jewell,  to  be 
found  in  the  House  Journal  of  1883,  his  Gettys- 
burg appropriation  speech  to.be  found  in  the 
House  Journal  of  1885,  and  his  Memorial  Day 
address  at  Hartford,  May  30,  1887.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  First  Company  of  the  Governor's 
Horse  Guards  rank  highly  his  historical  discourse 
at  their  centennial  here  one  year  ago.  His  abil- 
ity to  discuss  economic  questions  is  illustrated  by 
his  paper  on  "  Discontent  Among  the  Laboring 
Classes  "  in  the  State  Labor  Report  for  1888, 
and  in  his  article  on  "  Wool  and  Woolens,"  pub- 
lished in  The  Hartford  Post  and  widely  copied  by 
the  press  of  the  State  during  the  autumn  of

Mr.  Cleveland  continued  to 
act  with  the  Democratic  party  until  the  attempt 
was  made  to  force  upon  Kansas  the  Lecompton 
pro-slavery  Constitution.  He  was  instinctively 
opposed  to  slavery,  and  would  not  go  a  step  with 
any  political  organization  which  proposed  its  ex- 
tension. In  1860,  he  entered  the  field  for  Lin- 
coln on  the  anti-slavery  extension  issue,  and 
stumped  a  number  of  the  States  in  support  of  the 
Republican  ticket.  Soon  after  the  inauguration 
of  President  Lincoln  he  was  appointed  Post- 
master at  Hartford,  and  occupied  the  office  for 
eight  years,  proving  himself  one  of  the  ablest 
officials  of  the  Government  in  the  State.  Under 
his  administration  the  highest  business  principles 
were  enforced,  and  it  is  due  to  Mr.  Cleveland 


that  the  post-office  here  was  made  one  of  model 
efficiency  and  excellence.  He  was  a  firm  friend 
of  the  Union  cause,  and  gave  without  stint  of 
his  time  and  means  for  the  support  of  the  Gov- 
ernment. Toward  the  Union  soldiers  he  has 
always  been  a  true  friend.  After  the  war  Mr. 
Cleveland  found  himself  in  harmony  with  the 
Democratic  party  on  the  restoration  of  the  Union 
and  the  rehabilitation  of  the  States  which  had 
participated  in  the  Rebellion.  In  1875  and  also 
in  1876,  he  was  elected  Representative  from 
Hampton  on  an  independent  ticket,  carrying  the 
town  each  year  by  a  large  majority.  For  a  num- 
ber of  years  back  he  has  taken  an  active  interest 
in  Hartford  politics,  having  resumed  his  old  resi- 
dence here  in  1876.

the  elder  Rev.  Dr.  Van  Dyke.  He  has  remained 
Republican  in  principle  to  this  day,  though  he 
stepped  out  of  the  party,  temporarily  as  it 
proved,  and,  as  is  believed,  with  great  regret,  to 
support  his  old  leader,  Horace  Greeley,  in  the 
campaign  of  1S72.  He  was  chosen  to  the  Senate 
of  1S87  by  a  good  plurality,  in  a  Democratic 
district,  and  was  one  of  the  leading  members  of 
the  body  both  on  the  floor  and  in  committees. 
By  training  he  was  practically  adapted  to  the 
Committee  on  Insurance.  He  conducted  its  im- 
portant deliberations  with  a  care  and  nicety  that 
won  him  much  praise.  His  remarks  on  all  the 
important  measures  were  models  of  sense  and 
discrimination.  In  addition  to  his  duties  on  the 
Insurance  Committee,  he  served  as  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  New  Counties  and  County 
Seats,  before  which  was  one  of  the  most  exciting 
of  the  legislative  contentions.

This 
responsible  office  was  held  by  Mr.  Enders  until 
the  death  of  Hon.  E.  A.  Bulkeley  in  1872,  when 
he  was  promoted  to  the  Presidency  of  the  Com- 
pany. In  1879  he  declined  a  re-election,  and 
was  succeeded  by  Hon.  Morgan  G.  Bulkeley,  now 
Governor  of  the  State.  The  rapid  growth  of  the 
yEtna  Life  began  during  the  closing  years  of  the 
late  Hon.  E.  A.  Bulkeley's  administration,  and 
was  continued  every  year  of  President  Enders's 
incumbency  of  the  chief  office  in  the  Company. 
Its  investments  were  so  carefully  made  that  dur- 
ing the  crisis  of  1873  the  Company  experienced 
no  shrinkage  of  values.  While  the  new  business 
was  somewhat  interrupted  by  reason  of  the  finan- 
cial depression,  the  ^Etna  Life  grew  in  strength 
every  year.  The  high  degree  of  prosperity 
which  it  attained  under  President  Enders  has 
been  fully  kept  up  by  President  Bulkeley.  In 
1881  Mr.  Enders  was  elected  President  of  the 
United  States  Bank  in  this  city,  and  has  placed 
it  among  the  first  institutions  of  the  kind  in  New 
England.  He  is  connected  with  several  Boards 
of  Directors,  including  the  .Etna  Life,  the  ^Etna 
Insurance  Company,  the  Society  for  Savings,  and 
the  Charter  Oak  National  Bank.  His  large  busi- 
ness experience  and  knowledge  of  men,  together 
with  his  conservatism,  make  him  one  of  the  most 
valuable  members  of  the  Legislature.  In  politics 
Mr.  Enders  is  a  Republican.
